Search open for housing director

In a surprise move, the 
Wilmington Housing Authority 
opted Tuesday to conduct an open 
search for an executive director 
instead of negotiating a new 
contract with current director Ella 
Belmore. Belmore's contract with 
the board expires September 30, 
Michael Donovan made the 
motion to advertise the position and 


have an open search as spelled out 
in Executive Office of 
Communities and Development 
(EOCD) procedures. He said the 
position would be open to Belmore 
as well as to outsideeandidates who 
may wish to apply. 

At first, no one seconded 
Donovan's motion. After some 
hesitation, newest member Al 


Meegan took that action. New 
board Chairman Tom Siracusa 
supported the motion saying an 
open search might clear the air 
after the last few "controversial" 
years with Belmore as director. 
During Donovan's tenure as 
chairman, he had been at odds with 
the director on more than one 
occasion. The board voted three to 


two to conduct an open search. 
Joan Sadowski and Dan Gillis were 

Sir asked Donovan to come 
up with a process and committee to 
oversee the search. He asked him to 
report back at the next WHA 
meeting in September. Siracusa 
said he would contact EOCD on the 
proper procedure, 


Meegan takes housing authority seat

Despite a large turnout of 
Deming Way residents in support 
of Dorothy Butler for the vacant 
seat on the Wilmington Housing 
Authority, Realtor Al Meegan of 
Grace Drive was appointed to the 
seat Monday in a five-to-four vote 
of selectmen and the WHA board. 
Joan Sadowski, Tom Siracusa, Dan 
Gillis, Mark Haldane, and Chester 
Bruce all supported Meegan's 
nomination. Michael Donovan, 
Bob Cain, Bob Doucette, and Dan 
Ballou all favored Butler's 
appointment. 

A vacancy on the WHA was 
created when Chairman Dave 
Fitzgerald moved. According to 
the process, the seat is filled 
temporarily by a majority vote of 
authority members and selectmen. 
Meegan will serve seven months, 
until the next town election. If he 
wishes. to retain his seat for the re- 
maining three years of Fitzgerald's 
term, he must then run in the 1992 
election. 

Butler made an unsuccessful 
attempt to unseat incumbent Joan 
Sadowski last April, losing by a 
close margin, Many of those who

Butler was also praised for being 
past president of the Deming Way 
Tenants’ Association and an active 
resident of the community, who 
often visited other tenants and 
listened to their problems. 
Association President Josephine 
Wakefield wrote a letter attesting 
to Butler's commitment to Deming 
Way. About 40 others signed a 
petition to selectmen in support of 
Butler's candidacy. 

While Donovan stressed the 
WHA currently has no tenant on 
the board and would be best served 
by Butler, Siracusa pointed out 
State regulations encourage either a 
banker or realtor to be part of the 
authority, Siracusa also said the 
primary function of jhe authority 
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is not to address tenants' problems. 

Selectman Cain said his vote for 
Butler would represent the people 
who gave her a mandate in April. 
Doucette raised the issue of conflict 
of interest with the WHA often 
involved in the sale of land and 
Meegan a realtor. 

"I can't see it as a conflict," said 
Meegan, 


Donovan got in the last word. He 
noted Butler, a single parent once 
on the verge of being homeless, has 
“an awful lot of guts; she has the 
moxie( for the job)." 

Meegan won the seat on the first 
round of votes. 


Officials seek input 


on Small Cities Grant

*“ Wilmington officials are urging 
interested citizens to attend a public 
hearing August 29 to give input on 
the town's application for a Small 
Cities Grant. If Wilmington. is 
successful, the grant monies will 
help upgrade housing primarily in 
the Silver Lake area, provide help 
for unemployed residents, provide 
assistance to. first time 
homebuyers nd go toward 
recreational facilities. The grant is 
intended to help residents on the 
low end of the: salary scale. 
Assistant Town Manger Jeff Hull 
gave an update on the application 
and the Small Cities Block 
Program to selectmen Monday 
night. He said the program will 
award $23 million in federal funds 
this year alone to 36 towns having 
less than a 50,000 population, All

applications must be in by 
September 13 Hull said, adding that 
the Executive Office of Comm- 
unities and Development is 
expected to make the awards by the 
end of November. 

Hull has worked with Town 
Manager Michael Caira and 
Planning Director Lynn Duncan in 
targeting ways to best use the 
funds. According to Hull, the 
application suggests $300,000 go 
towards housing rehabilitation of 
25 homes or units, $30,000 go 
towards the creation of three 
accessory apartments, and $60,000 
be used for down payment and 
closing cost assistance for 10 first

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~—Suspect nabbed in — 
mailbox bashing 


Wilmington police arrested a 
Burlington man on Tuesday night 
on charges of destroying a large 
number of mailboxes in the west 
side of town. 

Christopher Arkalis of 34 Peach 
Orchard Rd., Burlington was 
arrested on Chestnut Street near 
the Burlington line. He was 
driving a black pickup truck at the 
time of his arrest. 

Police said that mailboxes had 
been damaged along Shawsheen 
Avenue, Canal Street, Burlington. 
Avenue and Chestnut Street. The 
perpetrator hit nearly every 
mailbox not protected by a utility 
pole or similar obstruction. In 
many cases, once the post was 
knocked over, the mailbox was 
flattened on a second pass. 

Postmaster Jake Quinn said that 
the mail carrier for Chestnut 
Street reported 19 mailboxes hit 
on that street, 

Arkalis was arraigned in Wo- 


burn District Court on Wednesday 
morning. 

Mailbox bashing has been a 
major problem in Wilmington and 
nearby communities this summer, 
Two weeks ago, a large number of 
mailboxes in North Wilmington 
were hit, most of them being along 
Woburn, Park and Concord 
streets, There have also been 
mailboxes hit in other parts of 
town. Last week, the Reading 
edition of the Daily Times- 
Chronicle reported a spate of 
similar problems in that town, 

Postmaster Quinn said that cases 
of mailbox destruction are han- 
dled only on a district court level, 
with no federal prosecution. He 
told of a recent case in North 
Andover where a youth was 
convicted, He was given a 90-day 
suspension of his driver's license, 
six months probation and was 
required to make full restitution to 
the owners of the mailboxes. 


Environmental issues 
raised in sewer hearing

Despite a promise to move a 
controversial pumping station to a 
general business zone, residents 
affected by a proposed seven mil- 
lion dollar sewer line continued to 
raise largely environmental issues 
at a continued hearing of the Wil- 
mington Conservation Commission 
last Wednesday. 

Approximately 50 residents re- 
mained until after midnight to 
learn more about the water and 
sewer department's plans to lay 7.5 
miles of sewer pipe to service 
private homes and industry in the 
eastern part of town. The concom 
closed the hearing Wednesday and 
will now review the proposal with 
an eye to cither rejecting the pro- 
ject or approving it, with condi- 
tions. Once an order of conditions 
is issued, an Environmental Noti- 
fication Form will most likely be 
filed and the project will go out to 
bid. 

As a result of an earlier site walk, 
commissioners raised several ques- 
tions about the pumping stations 
and the proposed route. _ 

Commissioners said they had 
reservations similar to those 
expressed by Park Street abutters 
about a pumping station slated for 
their neighborhood. Original plans 
called for the station to be located 
about 180 feet from the nearest 
abutter. Engineers from Fay, 
Spofford, and Thorndike said, in 
deference to concerns raised, the 
pumping station will now be built 
more than 300 feet away from 
residents on land currently owned 
by the Shriners. They said the town 
will take a previously disturbed 
parcel of land by eminent domain 
for the station. This, said water and 
sewer commission Chairman Ar- 
thur Smith, could cost as much as 
$175,000 more than planned 
because of the need to blast ledge 
on that site. An exact location has 
yet to be pinpointed by the town, 
said engineers. 

Board Chairman Dennis Poltrino 
was concerned with fitting in both 
a sewer line and a new railroad line 
on Concord Street without dis- 
turbing wetlands. He was told the 
corridor was large enough so this 
could be done. 

Gary Mercer warned engineers 
to be careful when the sewer line 
crosses Lubbers Brook. 

"You're’going to be digging right 
adjacent to the brook," he warned. 
Mercer said the crossing was in a 
"sensitive" area and any sedimen- 
tation or other problems could 
affect the local water supply. 

Project Manager Emile Hamway 
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said engineers plan to protect the 
area by using sheeting, 

“I want to have tight, tight 
control," said Poltrino, 

"We're not here to destroy the 
environment. We're here to get the 
sewer built at a reasonable price, " 
explained Smith, 

Conservation Administrator Ei- 
leen Chabot asked that, in some 
areas, the route be changed to 
avoid serious impact on trees, 
vegetation, and wildlife habitat. 
She focused on the vicinity of 
Marcia Road where there is a dense 
stand of pine trees and red maples. 

"They're good sized trees, 
They're not trees you grow 
overnight," Chabot said. 

“Wholesale tree cutting is just not 
permitted in our contract," 
explained Hamway. Chabot added 
any trees cut down will have to be 
replaced with smaller saplings. 

Several neighbors also sought 
protection for mature trees. 

Olga Dorval of Park Street 
vowed to stop any bulldozing of 
trees in the town easement ac- 
cessing the proposed pumping 
station, She said the trees were 
planted by her husband, 

"I want this strip preserved, I will 
stand there personally," she pro- 
mised. Poltrino called for a 
compromise, suggesting that 
Dorval identify her trees in some 
way. Smith stressed "we aren't tree 
slaughterers." He pointed out his 
department planted 1500 new trees 
in the past year alone. 

Residents also expressed concerns 
over the proximity of the work to 
local waterways, the possibility of 
a sewer backup into : 
homes, the route of the line on 
private property, and long range 
impacts such as train derailments 
which could reportedly lead to 
damage of the parallel sewer pipe. 

At Monday's selectmen's 
meeting, Iva Rideout and Bob 
Cronin of the Park Street Area 
Residents Association asked 
selectmen for a public forum to 
allow those impacted to voice 
concems over the sewer project. 
They explained the conservation 
hearing only addressed those 

of the Tine impacting 
wetlands. The co-chairmen told 
Selectmen they had no intention of 
trying to stop installation of the 
new sewer line. Selectméh assured 
the residents the board has an open 
door policy and would place the 
project on their agenda from time 
to time to keep neighbors updated. 
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Another was found on Monday. 


Health officials address odor problem

Wilmington health officials are 
looking into more odor complaints

At Monday's meeting of the 
board of health, members decided 
to have their agent do a follow-up 
on two phone calls received Friday 
and three more received Monday. 
Chairman Jim Ficociello told this 
paper, while Raffi and Swanson 


seem to have “every intention" of 
rectifying the problem, health 
officials plan to stay on top of the 
matter, 

"As soon as we get a phone call, 
that's a priority with us," he said. 

Raffi and Swanson represen- 
tatives have been before the board 
numerous times to discuss-mea- 
sures they are taking to eliminate 
the odors. These measures.include 
work on the plant's scrubber and 
the use of activated charcoal. The

Tires in brook spur complaint

Old tires in the vicinity of the 
Wildcat railroad tracks between 
Main and Clark streets led to a 
complaint at Wednesday's meeting 
of the Wilmington Conservation 
Commission. 

Anne Linehan asked commis- 
sioners to monitor the situation to 
avoid a possible fire hazard and 
pollution problems in a nearby 
surcam. She said tires in the brook 
divert water flow. 

"There's hundreds of tires there," 
Linehan told commissioners. She 
claimed the drea was an illegal 
landfill since fill had reportedly 
been placed over many of the tires, 
Board Chairman Dennis Poltrino 
disputed her claim saying he was 
unsure if this could be considered a 
landfill. . 

Commissioners said they were 
aware of the problem and had 
already spoken to developer Peter 
DeGennaro about the tires. They 
said DeGennaro had provided 
documentation showing that he had 
removed 50 tires so far and was in 
the process of removing more, 
even though he may not be the 
person responsible for leaving the 
lires there in the first place. The 
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lires were discovered during the 
development of a nearby office 
park built by DeGennaro's 
company, 

One problem facing the board is 
whether more harm will be done 
by requiring the developer to 
remove the remainder of the tires. 
Members said equipment brought 
in to clear out the material might 
damage the buffer zone and the 
banks of the stream. 

“Our interest was getting major 
brooks flowing again; we weren't 
prepared to order him to remove 
all tires," explained Gary Mercer. 
He claimed there was now no risk 
since the tires are “fairly inert 


material." 

DeGennaro later told the board 
though tires are still in the wetlands 
there are none remaining in the 
brook. He said when the water 
level increases, though, more tires 
will be freed from the bank and 
could then be removed. 

Commissioners told Linehan, if 
the developer doesn't keep the 
brook free-flowing, they would 
issue an enforcement order 
requiring DeGennaro to keep the 
area clean. Linehan said her only 
concern was to make the brook a 
major recreation area and keep it 
free from obstruction. 


Traffic woes worsen

As if the local traffic wasn't bad 
enough ... 

The installation of Tewksbuty's 
new water main continues creeping 
south on Main Street, with the work 
approaching Main and Chandler by 
the end’of this weck. A single lane 
of tra has been allowed past the 
work site, but traffic delays have 
not been all that bad, considering. 

However, one of the better side 
routes into town, approaching from 
the north, is now closed. 

The railroad bridge on Boylston 
Street in Lowell, which later turns 
into Whipple Road, is now closed to 
traffic. 

The wooden planks on the bridge 
are being replaced, and vehicles are 
being routed back to Route 38, by 
way of Bishop Street. There is no 
route around the construction that 
would take traffic back onto Boyl- 
ston Street - Whipple Road. 
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The nearest detour to Boylston 
Street is by way of Rogers Street in 
Tewksbury. There simply. are no 
other railroad bridges nearby. 

In addition, a blueprint for the 
proposed Clark Road - Route 38 
improvement project was posted in 
the Planning Board office, and the 
proposal will certainly impact the 
traffic situation in Tewksbury,’ 

The blueprint shows the coming 
traffic light at Route 38 by the off- 
ramp to 1-495, and the bids for that 
light have already been awarded by 
the state, i 

But the plan also shows a revised 
entrance scheme for Stadium Plaza, 
with a single access road installed 
opposite the Lowell Research Cen- 
ter drive, beside McDonald's. The 
new entrance to Stadium Plaza will 
be controlled by a traffic light, and 
Clark Road will revert back to local 
traffic.

Veterans’ group seeks 
return of video games

The VFW (Veterans of Foreign 
Wars) is seeking the return of two 
video games taken from its 
clubhouse last August during a 
criminal investigation conducted 
by Wilmington police. 

‘VFW representative Elmer Par- 
ker appeared before selectmen 
Monday asking what course of 
action his organization should take 
to retrieve the games. During 
discussion, Parker claimed the 
police action removing the amuse- 
ment devices not only damaged the 
group's reputation but also led to 
the loss of 18 members who now 
attend clubs in other towns. 

The games were taken away 
August 14, 1990 when police were 
investigating charges of illegal 
gambling in local clubs. According 
to Parker, the case went to the 
Grand Jury December 5 but no one 
was indicted and charges were 


dropped. In addition, he said, there 
were never any specific charges 
made against the VFW, Parker told 
selectmen the license issued for the 
games by their board expired 
December 31, 1990, almost five 
months aftér the devices liad been 
removed. He questioned if the 
VFW was entitled to some sort of 
reimbursement. 

"In a matter of five months we 
paid twice and we had them less 
than a year," he said, adding "it 
doesn't make sense, it really 
doesn't." 

Chester Bruce said the club 
should get a rebate. Bob Doucette 
noted the board had nothing in 
writing detailing court proceedings 
or the outcome of the case. 

Town Manager Michael Caira 
said, in talking to Police Chief 
Bobby Stewart, he learned that 
Stewart told the district attorney he 
wasn't interested in pursuing 


charges against the clubs. Caira 
said he would review the situation 
with the police chief and come back 
with a recommendation on the next 
course of action. In the meantime, 
he suggested, the VFW put their 
request for reimbursement in 
writing. 

Cheif Stewart on Wednesday told 
the Town Crier that the veterans’ 
clubs had never been targets of the 
case. The focus of the investiga- 
tion, he said, was the organization 
which owned the machines, Monte 
Carlo Rentals, 

The case against defendants Vinal 
and Shepardson was going forward 
in court, he said, and the machines 
were being held as evidence. 

As for the license, Stewart said 
that at no time did police seize the 
club license. If the club had sought 
to put in machines for entertain- 
ment purposes only, they were still 
licensed until the expiration. 


Trust fund can keep homes affordable

Many times a town can't take 
advantage of affordable housing 
opportunities because of a lack of 
available funds. Such was the case 
with the Stanley Webber home. 
That home has since been torn 
down to make way for a 
commercial development known as 
Webber Terrace. 

The Wilmington Housing Part- 
nership is currently looking at a 
way to set money aside so members 
can take immediate advantage of 
similar opportunities, At their 
meeting Thursday night, members 
discussed the idea of establishing a 
Housing Trust Fund with Planning 
Director Lynn Duncan. 

Other towns have created such 
funds to help out with low and 
moderate income housing. 
According to Duncan, there are 
five basic issues to be considered in 
setting up the fund: how money 
will be used, who will benefit most, 
who will administer the fund, how 
the fund will be set up,legally, and 
potential revenue sources. 

Board members suggested a 


number of options in utilizing the 
money. They said the money could 
go toward the creation of in-law or 
accessory apartments or assisting 
first time homebuyers with down 
payments or closing costs. Chair- 
man Carole Hamilton noted the 
town could recoup its investment in 
building in-law apartments. Dun- 
can pointed out the goal should be a 
revolving fund so there would be 
some payback in the future. 

Partnership members agreed that 
the best.use of the money would be 
to help local residents on the lower 
end of the income scale. This could 
include current residents, those 
who have moved away, and town 
employees. 

Hamilton pointed out in Cam- 
bridge and Somerville a nine- 
member board of trustees 
administers the money. She 
suggested, since the partnership is 
comprised of a cross section of 
local boards and the community, 
members make fiscal recommen- 
dations that can be brought to the 
board of selectmen for final 
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approval. Members stressed that 
they wanted to avoid any hint of 
politics in the process. 

Duncan suggested the funds be 
kept in a separate town account and 
used only for affordable housing. 
Michael Donovan asked what was 
to prevent selectmen from appro- 
priating some of the monies during 
a budget crisis, Vaughn Surprenant 
asked if town officials could 
borrow from the account.

Funds are expected to come from 
a number of sources including the 
sale of town land, inclusionary 
housing, and a small cities grant.

This 
exchange may take the form of an 
increase in density in exchange for 
affordable housing. 

Duncan informed the board they 
should soon be getting $40,000, the 
result of negotiations between the 
town and a local developer.

Despite heat wave, 
power has not hit peak 


Even though the summer of 1991 
may be remembered for its intense. 
and early summer, no new peak 
consumption records for the 
Reading Municipal Light 
Department (RMLD) service area 
have been broken thus far, 
according to RMLD Energy 
Services Division Manager Vin 
Cameron. The RMLD's all time 
high of 120,080 kilowatt hours 
(kwh) was recorded in August, 
1988, 

"We would have broken a record 
during the recent prolonged heat 
wave had it not been for the 
voluntary load control program 
for large commercial and 
industrial users," Cameron said. 
"Years ago, the RMLD anticipated 
that electrical consumption would 
continue to increase, particularly 
during heat waves and severe cold 
weather. This prompted us to 
introduce a program where large 
industrial and commercial 
customers would voluntarily cut 
back on their electric usage during 
prime peaking times. The RMLD 
gives credit to the customers who 
participate in the program. On July 
19 we relied on this program to 
curb our Consumption." 

According to Cameron, the 
RMLD reached a high of 118,560 
kwh on Thursday, July 18, with 
temperatures predicted to remain 
high for several more days. On 
July 19, Cameron and Station 
Manager Dan Merritt monitored 
the rising temperatures and 
consumption levels, realizing that 
an all-time high would be reached 
unless the voluntary load control 
program was instituted, After 
contacting the participating 
businesses, the load was reduced by 
approximately 2,900 kwh, keeping 
the day's high at 118,320 kwh 
Without the reduction, power 
usage would have topped 121,000 
kwh, 

"In spite of the majority of 
businesses being closed on 
Saturday, July 20 and Sunday, July 
21, electrical consumption 
remained high for the weekend," 
Cameron said. "We continued to 
operate at a high level through 
Tuesday, July 23 when consump- 
tion peaked at 118,000 kwh." 


“We have beeh fortunate that no 
major generating facilities have 
been down for repairs this 
summer," he added. "This fact, 
coupled with the voluntary load 
control program and continuing 
conservation by RMLD customers, 
enabled us to meet the demand, 
further reducing the possibility of 
brownouts or blackouts this 
summer." 

"The RMLD has adequate 
electrical power at the present 
time," RMLD General Manager 


Len Rucker said. "It is through the 
efforts of our large industrial and 
commercial customers who 
participate in the voluntary 
program, as well as our residential 
customers who continue to use 
energy wisely that we are able to 
meet our needs." 

"We are grateful to our 
customers for recognizing this 
need to conserve and for helping us 
keep everyone cool this summer," 
Manager Rucker concluded,

All that we haven't seen are solutions, which would affect residents 
in Wilmington and Tewksbury near as much as our friends living in 
the Hub, Take a look at the commuter rail in Wilmington Center 
some morning and you'll sce a few hundred locals trekking off to 
Beantown. Monday through Friday, or atleast now and then, we all 
go to Boston. It’s our state capital, gets the largest chunk of our local 
aid dollars - coming from everyone's income taxes - and affords 
some ambiance and culture, a step up from a Saturday evening at the 
Burlington Mall or a local Chinese restaurant. 

But Quincy Market, the shopping district, Newbury Street, Copley 
Plaza and Fenway are overshadowed by an urban malaise of 
leadership. And of exasperating frustration to the two candidates 
challenging Flynn is that the murder rate has skyrocketed, but Flynn 
is popular, 

The problem of homeless people and the mentally ill panhandling 
in desperation at near every street corner is apparent for anyone with 
eyes to see, but Flynn is popular. 

The schools in Boston are as ravished as Kuwait, but Fynn, soon to 
take control of the schools, remains highly popular, 

Racism is rampant, though Flynn himself is polar opposite any 
racist, the city's infrastructure is failing without attention, the streets 
are filthy to the point where we accept them while tourists wonder 
why, but Ray is Ray, forever popular and the darling of the media 
which controls our opinions, admit it or not. 

“Flynn has a tremendous ability to catch the media, There's a myth 
about him, always a picture of him picking up a fire extinguisher or 
rescuing someone from a fire, often before the fire trick even 
arrives," said Edward Doherty, president of the Boston Teacher's 
Union who this year is challenging Boston's political and media 
Goliath. 

Doherty's venture is dangerous. He's not taking on Flynn alone, 
but a passionate love triangle comprised of the voters, the press, and 
of course His Honor. The press keeps it all together, forever 
committed to the full-time job of Flynn publicist, portraying the 
chief of Beantown as a man of action, energy, vigorous, sexy and 
intriguing in his political appeal. "Sometimes I feel like Columbo 
running against Tom Sellick," said Doherty. 

But should this race for mayor of our state's capital ever be 
confused with the issues of the day, Doherty would the knight in 
shining armor, his weaponry the truth and facts Flynn ignores, such 
as a crime rate which took 150 lives in 1990, and at the present rate 
just barely below that. "The fact that '91 might be a little less 
horrendous is nothing to brag about", said Doherty. "It's like 
drowning in ten feet of water instead of twenty." 

But again, the media and Flynn are romantically involved and the 
cameras serve him well on every issue, regardless of the discolorful 
backdrop. "Ray Flynn is on the TV a couple of times a week putting 
someone in a shelter", said Doherty, but the problem of the homeless 
is only exacerbated when the Flynn administration cuts nine percent 

& of the city's health care workers. "It's a lot of B.S., but the media 
# doesn’t cover the layoffs, just Flynn picking up people off the street", 
said Doherty, 

Doherty said he has a chance "if the media is willing to. give me an 

¥ Opportunity". Unfortunately, he's challenging media's darling, still 
held harmless by the fourth estate on issues of crime, housing, 
education and city services.

Service with distinction 

Chief John Sullivan passed away last evening, taking with him a 
proud tradition of dedicated public service which is rare in today's 
government. 

A World War II veteran raised in the Carnation Captial, John 
Sullivan served the people of Tewksbury as chief for over 30 years. 
His commitment to law enforcement policies founded on the sound 
principles of integrity and moral character was surpassed only by the 
dedication to wife Jeanette, 14 children and scores of grandchildren. 

In the turbulent decade of the 60's, when police departments 
throughout the nation were riddled with charges of brutality and 
prejudice, the Tewksbury Police Department, under Sullivan's 
command, was a small-town Americana example to the nation that 
there are police officers — cops — who are simply beyond reproach, 

If criticism was ever directed at Chief Sullivan, it was an 
"admonition" rarely heard in the present day of Los Angeles and 
Milwaukee police scandals. John Sullivan was too good-hearted. 

"John Sullivan was one of those old-time cops, a vanishing breed 
that can't be replaced in today's world," said Middlesex County 
Sheriff John McGonigle. "He had all the positive qualities of an old- 
time Irish cop." 

"The Sullivan family has a proud heritage of public service to 
Tewksbury, but none as outstanding as Chief Sullivan," said 
Selectman Charles Coppola. 

The sentiments of admiration and respect were echoed by the 
state's chief law enforcement officer Wednesday morning. "Former 
Chief Sullivan had a long and dedicated career. He was committed to 
serving the people of Tewksbury, and it was an honor forane to work 
with him as district attorney for Middeesex County, said Scott 
Harshbarger, now Massachusetts attorney general. ; 

It was just a few days ago that John Sullivan was spending his time 
in his favorite way, gathered with brothers, sisters, sons, daughters 
and grandchildren at an old-fashioned family reunion in Tewksbury. 
All of John Sullivan's relatives and a grateful Tewksbury community 
will pay their tribute this week, remembering the chief as an officer 
who served faithful, andwwith distinction.

A program worth keeping

The Wilmington School Committee should do everything in its 
power to retain the Wilmington Business/ School Partnership. For 
the past two years the program has expanded beyond expectations 
and its membership with it. i 

Supporters of the Partnership point to the enthusiasm and 
leadership ability of Coordinator Al Fessenden, the cooperative 
response of local firms, and the creative range of ideas to raise 
funds and benefit students who are headed for positions in our 
local workforce. Perhaps the program's biggest plus is the direct 
services it provides to teachers and students. Just as classroom 
teachers do, the Partnership helps our youngsters in a number of 
ways. 

There is the Speakers’ Bureau, which encourages employers to 
come into the classroom and share their experience and expertise 
with students, There are the monies raised through such activities as 
the end of the year golf toumey and the sale of discount cards to 
local establishments. These funds go toward mini-grants for 
teachers to enhance their daily lessons and to worthwhile school 
programs. Perhaps they can also be steered to the curriculum 
committee, which needs dollars right now to put some of their 
recommendations into practice. There is also a. shadowing 
component to encourage youngsters to go into the workplace and 
learn a skill. Through the Partnership's efforts, bumper stickers 
expressing school pride were distributed to elementary youngsters 
and their parents.

50th 


backyard gardening 


by Hugh Wiberg 

Along with all other flowers and 
vegetables this summer, the apples 
in area yards are about ready to be 
harvested. 

Early Macs have been ready for 
two weeks now, and standard 
MacIntosh and-Gravensteins can 
be picked this weekend. The longer 
season varieties, including Cort- 
lands, Northern Spy, Baldwins and 
Winesaps are still three or four 
weeks away. One more spraying 
with an all purpose orchard mix 
should do it, to prevent a late 
season infestation of apple 
maggots. Be sure to rinse the fruit 
thoroughly prior to ingestion. 

This gardener is still trying to 
learn the secret of harvesting a fall 
crop of peas. I have tried planting 
peas in August several times over 
the years, with little or no success, 
You will read in gardening books 
that a second crop of peas canbe 
achieved in our gardens with a mid 
August planting. Since fresh 
garden peas are one of nature's 
special gifts to mankind, I will 
continue the hunt toward a 
successful second annual crop. 

Seeds could be a problem, since 
many garden supply stores have 
already cleared their seed racks. 
There are some pea seeds around 
though if you can find the time to 
track them down, 

I would encourage area vegetable 
gardeners to give this a try. If 
enough of us work at it, just maybe 
someone will succeed and we can 
all share the knowledge. The right 
time to plant is this weekend. 

Here is what is involved; turn 
over a section of the garden which 
affords at least six hours of direct 
sunlight a day. Plant the pea seeds 
an inch apart in a two inch deep 
furrow, after soaking them for 12 
hours. This preplanting soak will 
speed germination by several days. 
Cover the seeds and tamp the soil 
firmly. 

In about 10 days you should see

the young plants poking through 
the soil.

In my experience, the pea plants 
do fine through the end of 
September. Pods will set and | am 
hopeful that this is the year it all 
comes together. Unfortunately, 
here in the chilly Merrimack 
Valley, the daytime temperatures 
in October appear not quite warm 
enough to mature the pods. One 

“might ask, why not plant the seeds 
10 days earlier in August? I've 
tried this also, and it has not 
seemed to help. Usually the 
daytime temps- through mid 
September are too high for the 
Proper development of this cool 
weather vegetable. 

So we will try it "one more time" 
and report the results in October.

Make your bounty a banquet 


by Bill Conlon 

You can make an entire banquet, 
all free, out of the bounty found in 
New England. Quite the picnic: 

Wild turkey, roast cattail tubers 
and.arrowroot, wild blueberry pie, 
wild lettuce -- the list goes on. But 
there is also an appetizer available 
that shouldn't be missed. 

Nuts grow wild in the forests of 
New England, and while they aren't 
Teady to eat just yet, wise munchers 
are prowling the woods and taking 
mental notes. Its amazing what you 
can find on the forest floor. 

The top prize for nut seekers is 
the black walnut, which has a taste 
far better than domestic walnuts. 

The fallen walnuts look like green 
ovals, about three inches long, and 
if you find one, you've found a tree 
full. The thin sheath turns brown, 
then black, as the nuts age on the 
ground. If you handle the walnuts 
in their sheaths you'll learn how 
“walnut stain” came to be. The juice 
is dark brown, and will stain your 
hands. 

Inside the sheath is a prickly sort 
of shell, very hard and thick. You'll 
need a hammer to crack wild black 
walnuts, but the meat inside makes 
the job worthwhile. 

Walnut trees are scarce, and they 
don't produce fruit every year. If 
you find such a black walnut tree, 
don't tell anyone except me, and I'll 
keep the secret. Oh yes. 

Another delicious freebie-is the 
wild beechnut, which is much more 
common to the area. 

Beechnuts are about an inch long 
and shaped like a slightly-flattened 
ball. The smooth nut is found inside 
a four-part husk which is green as 
the fruit falls, then turns brown and 
peels easily away from the shell as 
it ripens. 


The squirrels may call you names 
if you invade their larder for sweet 
beechnuts, but the squirrels are also 
their own worst enemy. Listen for 
the noise as squirrels chew through 
the nutshells, then follow the sound 
and find the tree. If the ground is 
liuered with empty beechnut shells, 
you've found the tree. If squirrels 
were smart they'd bring the nuts to 
a pine grove to eat them, to hide the 
evidence. But smart they aren't. 

Beechnuts are easy to crack, but it 
may take a nutpick to pull out the 
smaller pieces of meat. 

Beechnuts also keep well, as I've 
found buried nuts in spring, while 
doing yardwork, and all were quite 
tasty. Apparently the squirrels hid 
the nuts and forgot them, but that's 
how some nut trees spread. 

Another gem is the hazelnut, the 
local relative of the common filbert 
that you've seen in stores. The nut 
is brown with a white end, just like 
filberts, but local hazelnuts are a bit 
smaller. 

Hazelnuts, however, don't grow 
on trees. They grow on bushes that 
never get much taller than three or 
four feet. The bush has one or two 
woody, upright stalks, with broad 
leaves of deep green. 


The nuts are found inside a leafy 
case, with three nuts growing end- 
to-end in a clump. The bright green 
leaf case looks like a knot of leaves 
at the-end of the bushy branch, and 
you'll walk right by if you don't 
know what to look for. (I did, until 
my mother recognized the hazelnut 
cases from her childhood.) The leaf 
case turns brown as the nuts ripen, 
but right now the hazelnuts are still 
wrapped in brilliant green, Bugs 
seem to love hazelnuts, and you're 
lucky to get one good nut out of a 
tripartite leafy clump. Look under

powerlines and other brushy places — 
for hazelnuts, then make a note of 
the location, as the nuts will return 
in later years. 

There are acorns aplenty this year 
but don't bother trying to eat them. 
One bite will have you spitting out 
the rest of this bitter oak fruit. But 
a good acorn year is good news for 
deer and deer hunters, as the deer 
will have plenty of forage to last the 
winter through. 

Another nut that isn’t edible is the 
horse chestnut, These nuts come in 
a spiked ball of a husk, which then 
peels off to reveal a swirled brown 
nut with a white end. They're good 
to throw, and for golf practice, but 
not much else. Too bitter. 

Between black walnuts, hazelnuts 
and beechnuts, you've got plenty of 
free eating under the trees. Wait a 
few weeks for the nuts to ripen up, 
then have at'em, Delicious. ,,

New Rte. 93 interchange 
spells traffic relief 


The proposal for a new 
interchange off Route 93 near the 
Woburn-Wilmington line is being 
welcomed in both Woburn and 
Reading. The proposal by the 
Mass. Dept. of Public Works 
would provide much needed relief 
for the 128-93 interchange, and 
was also seen as providing some 
relief for the Route 129 ramp in 
Wilmington. 

A full account appeared in the 
Woburn edition of the Daily Times 
- Chronicle on August 6, 

For the residents of Wilmington 
and Reading, the interchange could 
spell relief from traffic woes 
expected on West Street should the 
Inwood Park development ever be 
built. 

The Reading edition of the Times 
Chronicle on (Thursday) August 8 
recited a litany of trafffic woes. 
One headline read: $245,000 
thrown at West Street. 

Inwood Park is the center of 
Reading's woes. Inwood Park is 
proposed for land east of Route 93. 
The development would be in Wo- 


burn, but would be accessed off 
West Street at the Wilmington- 
Reading line. 

The developer of the proposed 
park has made a “take it or leave it" 
offer of $245,000 to the Town of 
Reading as help toward solving the 
“West Street traffic mess." 

According to a reported "town 
wide" Reading survey, West Street 
is the second most travelled road in 
Reading, used by 17,100 vehicles a 
day. 

And, the Daily Times-Chronicle 
reports that state and Reading 
authorities lack the legal clout to 
force the devloper to assume 
responsibility for the traffic impact 
or to prevent the developer from 
exiting onto West Street. 

The. new interchange would 
include ramps to.the proposed In- 
wood Park development, thus 
reducing the amount of traffic 
exiting onto West Street. 

That, together with the $245,000 
grant from the developer, could 
mean some improvements on West 
Street.

time homebuyers. In ‘addition, 
administrators are hoping to 
establish a recreation area complete 
with ballficld, basketball court, 
bike and walking trails, and picnic 
tables between Grove and Wild 
Avenues. The site is presently 
undeveloped and "unsightly," said 
Hull. One abuttor spoke out and 
expressed fears that the area could 
turn into a "hangout" and 
deterioriate if it wasn't properly 
maintained. Plans also call for 
money to establish a job bank and 
fund training sessions for 
unemployed secking to re-enter the 
workforce as well as money to 
administer the grant. 

There was a consensus from

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The art of creating games

Keep it simple, student. 

That’s the message from 
Wilmington native Doug Harrison 
to students at Reading's Coolidge 
Middle School who are interview- 
ing him about his job as a Senior 
Product Designer, i.e. inventor, 
for Parker Brothers in Salem. 


“Each board game should have 
a successful hook, some little 
twist to game play that adds life. 
Don’t do games that are straight 
out roll the die, move on-a track, 
select certain things,” he says, by 
way of introduction to the “mech- 
anism of game playing.” 

Harrison's come for the after- 
noon; the kids have a monopoly 
on his time; and they’re about to 
collect. 


“The best way to judge a good 
game is how your peers play with 
it,” he says. “Sometimes you tend 
to get too close to a project - this 
is a great environment because 
you can bounce your ideas off 
other people.” 

As part of an interdisciplinary 


project on “gamze,” the planning, 
invention and execution thereof, 
Harrison is working with 
Coolidge English Department 
Head Peter Hichborn, Social 
Studies Department Head Ellen 
Svenson, Math Department Head 
Joe Finigan, Science Department 
Head Jack Fasciano, and some 
seventh and eighth graders, all 
eager to create games for peers 
and parents to play. 

“What do I mean by a hook? 
It’s a secondary element, a game 
within a game,” he says, describ- 
ing the Care Bears game on which 
he worked. “There’s a frozen rain- 
bow of cards that covers a warm 
-fainbow. It’s up to the children to 
raise the temperature through 
warm feelings and melt the frozen 
rainbow. And they can’t melt the 
rainbow unless the thermometer’s 
up to its peak, 


“The secondary element adds 
the excitement and the life. It’s 
relevant to the theme which, in 
the case of Care Bears, is warm 
feelings. 

“The first gamé I ever worked 
on? A Strawberry Shortcake game 
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called *Figboot.’” 

Forget company takeovers, 
business monopolies, massive lay- 
offs - one afternoon’s cursory 
introduction to this topic is barely 
enough. Hichborn’s students are 
consumed with follow-up ques- 
tions about the life and times of a 
modern-day “inventor” - the name 
of the game for them is having 
fun and how to get there, and” 
you'd think they didn’t have a 
clue. 

“Do most people like games 
that are based on chance, skill or a 
mixture of both?” they challenge, 
later. “About how long does it 
take to make a game from idea to 
finished product? What sort of 
money does a successful board 
game generate? What is the most 
important facet of game-invent- 
ing? 

“Ts your job fun?” 

Harrison is fair game. 

. In fact, he has ran their 20-plys 

questions well past go and by 
everyone in his office, resulting in. 
personal responses and “‘compa- 
ny” consensus which are a study 
in contrasts. 

A game inventor, his col- 
leagues agree, is about the most 
fun thing you can be if you want 
to grow up. A day at the office, 
however, is b-0-r-i-n-g. 

Most people go for a mixture 
ofc ind skill, Producing a 
game takes “roughly” one year 
from rough concept to finished 
product. Parker Brothers produces 
15 to 20 games annually, hoping 
to score big at the annual toy fair 
in New York. 

Unusual people make good 
game inventors; people with very. 
different perspectives; creative, 
flexible, imaginative types willing 
to share ideas with others, looking 
for constructive criticism and 


ready to funnel it in a direction 
Positive for all parties, 

As a tule, inventing is not as 
glamorous as it seems - and in 
some cases, it takes a lot of nerf. 

“You have to be an introvert to 
be creative, an extrovert to go out 
and accept criticism,” says 
Harrison. “This is a business pre- 
dominantly based on failure - you 
have to keep plugging to win.” 

You know you’ve got a winner 
- if it sells. And the games that 
sell are “fun, easy, affordable” 
with a license attached.

lishing house,” he says. “We have 
what's called an ‘inventor com- 
munity’ made up of private peo- 
ple outside the company who 
develop games on their kitchen 
tables,wherever, through major 
companies that produce games. 

“If they have an agent 
representing them, they present 
the game to Parker Brothers, and 
we decide if we're going to pro- 
duce it. It’s really no different 
than somebody who writes a 
novel and takes it to Doubleday or 
wherever. If the company likes it, 
they’ll produce it, and that’s 
where we come into being. 

“We're the editors. 

“We edit the inventor commu- 
nity submissions, clean them up, 
make them more marketable. We 
direct the game play to the market 
we're after, and we also engineer 
the product to save costs through 
manufacturing.” 


But sorry, kids, he doesn’t 
know of any games which have 
been kid-produced, although all of 
them are kid-tested. 

According to Harrison and col- 
leagues, the biggest surprise suc- 
cesses have been Seattergories 
and Trivial Pursuit, which Parker 
Brothers: “passed on” originally 
because “it didn’t have great game 
play.” 

“Of all the products I’ve 
worked on, the one I’m proudest 
of is the Care Bears Warm 
Feelings game,” says Harrison, 
10-year veteran at Parker Brothers 
and father of two sons under four,

water. There just has to be some. 


explanation for this strange fascina- 
tion Hollywood producers have for 
remaking bubbly French farces into 
comatose American comedies. 

Not that 1981's "Le Chevre” 
("The Goat") was great art, but it 
was x entertaining outing starring 
the oft-paired duo of Pierre Richard 
and Gerard Depardieu. Francis 
Veber, executive producer of "Pure 
Luck," also wrote and directed the 
original film. He seems to have cre- 
ated his own Anglo-Franco film 
industry, as "The Toy," "Buddy, 
Buddy," and "The Man with One 
Red Shoe," were all mediocre 
remakes of his films, 

"Pure Luck" is yet another faded 
xerox starring Martin Short as an 


accident-prone accountant who is 
teamed up with an intense, no-non- 
sense private eye (Danny Glover). 
They are sent off to Mexico to find 
the discombobulated daughter of a 
wealthy businessman (Sam 
Wanamaker) who goes off on vaca- 
tion and disappears into an untrace- 
able black hole. The theory is that 
someone as unlucky as the datigh- 
ter may must stumble onto her 
path, which is exactly what Short 
does. 


The first 20 minutes of the film 
are actually quite funny, what with 
silly theories about "coincidence 
misfortune syndrome" and Short's 
absolute acceptance that things will 
go wrong in his life. While Glover 
fusses and fumes over getting on 
the plane off time, Short just knows 
it will be late, as he's never been on 
a plane in his life that left on time. 

These funny moments are short- 
lived, however, as much of the film 
is a meandering crawl through pre- 
dictable territory. It's not just that

the material is weak, but Short 
misses the mark on several counts. 
In scenes where his arrogance 
should be pompously amusing, he 
comes across as petty and unsym- 
pathetic.

Flying Yankee opens in'92 


The historic Mountain Division 
rail line through Crawford Notch 
in the White Mountains of New, 
Hampshire will have "The Flying 
Yankee" as the premier train of 
the line. The Mountain Division is 
slated to open in 1992 as a first- 
class tourist attraction, with sever- 
al unique trains each offering a 
different experience to the guest. 

This exotic train was built in 
1935 and was decades ahead of its 
time, Its design is that of a stream- 
liners, with aerodynamic features 
which match those of a raindrop. 
The three-unit train is of stainless 
steel construction which has 
enabled the preservation of its 
structural integrity over the years. 

The cosmetic and powerplant 
restoration will be managed by 
James Stoetzel Associates of 
Andover which is recognized as 
one of the nation’s leading rail 
engineering firms. 

The Flying Yankee will be 
restored to AMTRAK standards 
in order to make excursion runs 
during the off-season 

This train holds a particularly 
notable place in White Mountain 
history, as it made the run through 


Crawford Notch many times in its - 


colorful past, during which runs it 
was dubbed The Mountaineer. 


When originally constructed, 
the Flying Yankee was the only 
train of its kind in New England, 
and the second of only four ever 
made in the USA. When restored, 
it will operate daily during the 
summer season in Crawford 
Notch between Bartlett and 
Bretton Woods and will be the 
only train of its kind operating 
anywhere in the world. 

It was taken out of service in 
1957 and has since been an 
important, but static part of the 
historic displays at the Edaville 


Railroad in South Carver. 


“This train qualifies as being 
one of the largest pieces of White 
Mountain memorabilia in exis- 
tence," noted William H. 
Hunscher, Sr., President of The 
Mountain Division Management 
Corporation, GP of The Mountain 
Division Limited Partnership. 
“We are not only bringing a his- 
toric rail line back to life, but also 
a train that is a show in itself! The 
combination of these two ele- 
ments is sure to be a remarkable, 
world-class experienc?.”
